NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—.In_ the 


friendly, eager crowd whigh lined the 
streets of New York today for miles 
to greet the Prince of Wales, there 
must have been several million souls, 
showing in characteristic American 
fashion their cordiality toward the 
heir to the throne. 

The prince's yisit to Washington 
Was without demonstration from any 
but official circies, so it remained for 
New York to show the prince how 
highly Britian and the British reign- 
ing house is held in the esteem of the 
United States people, 

Coming into New Jersey at the 
Hudson terminal, the royal party was 
able to step at once into barges from 
H. M. 8. Renown, in which it crossed 
the river to the battery. Thus the 
prince came into New York by water 
ands he was -reeted at the battery by 
oflicial New York, accompanied by 
soldiers and a ~uard of honor of mar- 
ines and blue jackets 

Broadway Crowded | 

The official welcome over the prince 
started up town, through the eager 
crowds which filled Broadway. The 
prince was guarded only by motor 
cycle policemen, who rode beside his | 
car, The orderly throng on the side- 
walks left a lane for the procession 
of cars, which travelled siowly up 
town, the prince saluting incessantly. 
Here and there bands were playing 
the British National Anthem, men in 
the vicinity baring their heads in 
recognition. A hundred feet in the 
air men and women threw confetti 
form the windows of sky-scrapeps 
while far up in the sky parachutes 
released from aerial bombs floated 
aimlessly, carrying the British and | 
United States flags. 

Crowds Orderly 

In the business districts of lower 
Broadway the crowds were dense but 
very orderly. While up town on fifth 
avenue only the traffic policemen 
were needed to watch the crowds 
which had gathered in the shopping 
district. Perhaps the biggest crowd 
of all was the one which wi hed 
the prince put out across the North 
River to embark on his ship. It is

Many enquiries have been made hy 
the public relating to the work wf the 
society as regards the transportation 
of animals, and in reply to interested 
persons it should be known that the 
entire system is a disgrace tu a civil- 
{zed community. 

Animals are overcrowded in cars, 
in many inelances as many as 32 cattle 
in one car, or 25 horses, packed in so 
that the weak or young animals have 
been nearly trampled to death and 
most of them have been badly bruised 


or raw eurfaces have been worn in 
their flesh through rubbing against 
the side of the car, 


The facilities for resting, feeding and 
watering animals in transit have been 


exist they are not used as often as 
they should be, and it is a fact that 
animals are often carried in open cars 
without any wind-break in very cold 
weather without food or water for 48 
hours at a time. 

It is very gratifying to the society 
to know that the general public are 
uniting in giving such cordial support 
to the society's endeavors to protect 
the poor creatures who have had to 
suffer #o unnecessarliy and we propose 
to enlist (he sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of every Humane society in Can- 
ada to accomplish our purpose.
